GRY ‘GAG RULE? 


No Amendment Allowed 
as 1-Year Extension 
With Curbs Is Rushed 
—Hull Plea to House 
From Hospital Bed. 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)— 
Amid shouts of “gag rule,” Repub- 
licans won the first major test for 
their bill to restrict trade pacts 
when the House voted today to 
bar any amendments, 

Democrats forced two votes. 
The first was 212 to 156—on a 
straight Republican - Democratic 
split—to consider a rule barring 
amendments. The second was 
196 to adopt the rule and 166 
against. Some Republicans voted 
with Democrats against it. 

That means the House must 
take the bill “as is” or reject it 
outright. The vote forecast it 
will be taken “as is.“ Democrats 
had fought for the right to pro- 
pose changes. 

Checkreins on Powers. 


With this test out of the way, 
the Republican leadership drove 
for passage of the measure before 
nightfall, It would extend the 
reciprocal trade act for one year 
and put congressional checkreins 
on the President's tariff-making 
powers. 

Secretary of State Marshall has 
said the Republican measure 
would shaké the foundations of 
America's foreign economic policy, 
The Administration asked for a 
three-year extension of the present 
reciprocal trade act without 
change. 

Before the vote, House Repub- 
lican Leader Halleck of Indiana 
accused Secretary of State Mar- 
shall of “recklessness” in his state-

No Desire to Run for President

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)— 
John C. Virden, who offered to 
quit a high Government post after 
disclosure that this 22-year-old 
‘daughter is working for a Rus- 
sian news agency here, withdrew 
his resignation today. 

Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
announced Virden’s action in a 
statement saying: 

„I am pleased to say that Mr. 


John C. Virden has withdrawn his 
letter of resignation and will con- 
tinue to carry on the work of the 
(Commerce Department's) Office 
of Industry Co-operation as he has 
in the past.” 

Virden, 51 years old,.a Repub- 
lican industrialist from Cleveland, 
is director of the OIC which 
works out voluntary agreements 
by industry to direct steel and 
other scarce material to essential 
uses. 


Crawford’s Demand. 


He handed in his resignation 
after Representative Crawford 
(Rep.), Michigan, had demanded 
that Sawyer oust him, Crawford 
cited the employment of Virden's 
daughter, Euphemia, by Tass, of- 
ficijal Russian news agency. 

Sawyer and President Truman 
deplored the resignation, Truman 
wrote Virden yesterday: “I be- 
lieve in you—my faith in your loy- 
alty is unshaken.” The President 
attributed the attack on Virden 
to “political expediency.” 

In rejecting Crawford's sugges 
tion that Virden be ousted, W 
yer said the exposure of Virden's 
family affairs was tragic.“ 


Estranged Since January. 

Virden, in offering to quit, wrote 
Sawyer that he had broken with 
his daughter last January over 
her employment by Tass and had 
not seen or communicated with 
her ‘since. 

He added, however, that she is 
“a girl of high ideals” who “in 
my judgment is simply being ex- 
ploited.” Virden said his daugh- 
ter’s attraction to Communist 
philosophy was “ironical.” He said 
he has long been “almost violently 
anti-atheist-Marxist.” 


His daughter is a part-time tele- 


type or automatic typewriter oper-/ 


ator for Tass. Apparently in good 
humor, she laughingly said “no 
statement” when asked at the 
Tass office about her father’s ac- 
tion withdrawing his resignation. 

A graduate of two fashionable 
eastern schools for women, she 
has maintained silence since Saw- 
yer made public Crawford’s re- 
quest about her father.

Employers and Union Tell Congress Com-| 
mittee It Won't Work in Construction In- 
dustry—Labor Leader Says Anti-Closed 
Shop Laws Are Ignored in 13 States.

Richard J. Gray, president of 
the AFL building and construction 
trades department, proposed that 
the difficulty be solved by repeal- 
ing the Taft-Hartley Act, lock, 
stock and barrel. There is no 
prospect of that at this session of 
Congress, but something may be 
done about the cumbersome pro- 
cedure for authorizing unions to 
,megotiate for union shops. 

So far, Gray told the committee, 
there havé been hardly any strikes 
in the building industry, where the 
‘closed shop contract was tradi- 
tional before it was outlawed by 
the Taft-Hartley Act a year ago.

“To all intents and purposes, 
Gray added, “we are still workin 
under the closed shop, I don't 
know of a single instance where 
the employer has tried to bring in 
nonunion men.

A test election of this type has 
been conducted in 33 counties of 
western Pennsylvania which were 
grouped together as one area, 

But then other problems arise. 
Suppose a contractor in this west- 
ern Pennsylvania area who oper- 
ates there under union shop agree- 
ments gets a job in Ohio, He 
wants to take some of his men 
with him and hire others on the 
site. His men are union men ‘and 
won't work except with other 
union men. But the Taft-Hartley 
Act makes it an unfair labor prac- 
tice for him to discriminate against 
an applicant for employment be- 
cause he is not a union member. 
Must there be another series of 
NLRB elections, with attendant 
delays and inconveniences, and 
with whom does the contractor ne- 
gotiate, if he wants to negotiate? 

Almost in passing, Gray brought 
out in the open a super hush-hush 
project of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to prove his point, and to 
prove once more that the best- 
kept military secrets sometimes 
leak out in the Halls of Congress 
and its hearing rooms. Gray spoke 
of a huge construction project of 
the Atomic Energy Commission at 
Pasco, Wash. 

This is a community which, he 
said, normally employs fewer than 
100 building tradesmen.

NEW YORK, May 26 (AP)— 
Bojangles picked up his feet, laid 
them down in spine-tingling, man- 


ner, opened his mouth in a joyous 
laugh and thus began his seventy- 
first year. 

“Look, out, look out, here’s a 
eight-piece band comin’ down Sev- 
enth Avenue,” he shouted, his feet 
tap, tap, tapping. 

It. was his seventieth birthday— 
Bill Robinson’s—and some 400 per- 
sons gathered on an excursion 
boat yesterduy in the Hudson riv- 
er to celebrate it. 

The famed dancer was dressed 
in a yachtman’s cap, with gold 
braid, He danced among his 
friends. Finally they got him to 
stand still and presented him with 


* shoes. 
e fondled them, and said: 

“Them are my dawgs. Got the 
bunions and all,” 

Later someone handed him a 
bottle of champagne with which to 
christen the ship, the Bojangles. 

The bottle slipped out of his 
hand and into the river. 

“Hey, you,” Robinson shouted 
to a friend, 1 git me a diver's 
bell, because I'M gonna be back 
here tonight for that bottle.”

Employer Spokesmen Agree, 

Two employer representatives 
who testified were in substantial 
agreement with Gray about the 
impact of the Taft-Hartley union 
shop election requirement on the 
building industry. 

James D. Marshall, assistant 
managing director of the Ad@socia- 
ted General Contractors, told the 
committee that when these elec- 
tions were held among workmen 
who formerly had been employed 
under closed shop agreements, 
“the requirement of the election 
is only a most complicated, time- 
consuming, and expensive process 
of demonstrating something of 
foregone conclusion.”

Asked by Ball what he thought 
might happen if Congress pro- 
hibited all forms of compulsory 
union membership, Marshall again 
agreed with Gray. He said he 
thought it would be a “great many 
years” before union men in metro- 
politan areas where closed shop 
agreements have been the rule 
would be willing to work with 
non-union men, and in the mean- 
time there would be “a great deal 
of difficulty.” 
A Detroit Example. 

The task of applying the law in 
Detroit . where 30,000 building 
workmen belong to 37 different 
unions for hundreds of contractors 
was described by Ralph A. Mac- 
Mullen, secretary of the Detroit 
Chapter of the Associated Con- 
tractors of America. 

“I feel,” he told the committee, 
“that a union security election 
will be very difficult to carry out, 
cumbersome, costly in time and 
money, and practically unnecces- 
sary in a case like ours where it 
would be possible to reach ‘the 
same result by collective bargain- 
ing. It would only establish a 
record of what already exists.’ 

Much the same situation pre- 
vails in the moving picture indus- 
try, Representative Nixon (Rep.), 
California, testified.

Screen Actors’ Guild, which rep- 


resents about 9000 actors, only 
about 500 of whom, including the 
major stars, work for one employ- 
er.

Tells Senate Committee 
He Is Against U.S. 
Help for ‘Any Country 
Opposing Us.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)— 
The United States should not give 
recovery aid to Russia or any of 
its eastern European. satellites, 
W. Averell Harriman, roving Am- 
bassador for the European Recov- 
ery Program, said today. 


Harriman, No. 2 man in the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration, told the Senate Appropri- 
ations Committee he did not be- 
lieve recovery help should go to 
“any country oppesing us.” 


“It is my strong personal view,” 
he said, “that we should give no 
ald to any country behind the 
iron curtain.“ 


However, Harriman said he felt 
that non-military trade between 
eastern and western Europe 
should be encouraged. 

The committee called Harriman 
to testify in connection with its 
hearings on a 35, 300,000,000 ap- 
3 to finance European 
aid. 

Harriman denied a recent New 
York Times dispatch from Paris 
which quoted the former Com- 
merce Secretary as saying an 
agreement between the United 
States and Russia could open the 
way for American aid to Russia. 

“IT made no such statement,“ 
Harriman said flatly. “If a coun- 
try falls under Communist dom- 
ination; then I lose interest in 
that country.” 

Committee Chairman Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, has said 
the dispatch. caused the “wrong 
reaction” at home and broad. 

Britain is ready to help Russia 
obtain scarce materials such as 
rubber and aluminum, and has al- 
ready shipped airplane engines to 
Russia, Frederic P. Bartlett, United 
States commercial attache in Lon- 
don, told the committee yesterday. 
He said Britain has an agreement 
to help Russia buy equipment and 
supplies over a two or three year 
period. a 

These purchases, he said, will be 
made through appropriate trade 
channels,“ and the British will put 
Russian trade agents in touch with 
world supplies. 

Bartlett said that several months 
ago Britain sent “a few” airplane 
engines of a “non-secret design” to 
the Russians. :

At the Philadelphia convention 
the Texas delegation will be free 
to decide on the spot whose nom- 
ination it favors. It will vote as a. 
unit. 

The Texans followed an inde- 
pendent course mapped by Gov. 
Beauford H. Jester in state con- 
vention yesterday. It calls for a 
fight against Truman's civil rights 
proposals and his nomination, but 
not for a bolt if he becomes the 
party nominee. 

Meantime, at Corpus Christi, 
Tex., Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio was handed 30 of Texas's 33 
national Republican convention 
votes as the forces of R. B. Crea- 
ger, leader of the state G.O.P, 
ee oft anothere state conven-

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York got two delegates and Har- 
old Stassen of Minnesota one.

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)— 
New signs pointing to a Republi- 
can convention deadlock turned up

‘Commerce Secretary An- 


nounces Granting of 
Licenses for 33,890, 
000 Shipment. 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (UP)— 
The United States today partly 
lifted a virtual bar on exports of 
industrial goods to Soviet-dominat- 


ed eastern Europe by approving a 
$3,890,000 shipment to Finland. 

Secretary of Commerce Charles 
Sawyer announced the action but 
gave no explanation. 

He said he had approved grant- 
ing licenses for shipment of power 
generator parts, machine tools, . 
steel products and other materials. 
He added he expected to grant 
further approvals for shipment to 
Finland in the near future.” 

None of the terials approved 
for export to Finland had been al- 
lowed to go to Russia or its satel- 
lites under the tighter licensing. 
policy put into effect March 1.

FINNISH CABINET 
CRISIS SETTLED 


HELSINKI, May 26 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Juho Paasikivi solved the 
Finnish political crisis today by 
appointing Eino Kilpi to the In-

History is watching St. Louis 
through the eyes of 230,000,000 
children throughout the world 
who have so little to eat that 


they cannot reach normal growth, 
Aake Ording of Norway, director 
of the United Nations Appeal for 
Children, with headquarters at 
Lake Success, N. Y., said here last 
night. 

Ording, who conceived the idea 
for the appeal while a member of 
the Norwegian delegation to the 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations, spoke at a dinner launch- 
ing the St. Louis “Crusade for 
Children,” sponsored by American 
Overseas Aid-United Nations Ap- 
peal for Children, at Delmar Bap- 
tist Church, 6195 Washington 
boulevard. 

The appeal in St. Louis, which 
will run for one month, has as its 
quota solicitation of $961,000 of 
the national goal of $60,000,000 to 
provide a supplementary ration 
of from 500 to 700 calories a day 
for the world’s undernourished 
children. A total of 50 nations are 
expected to conduct similar cam- 


paigns. 
World-Wide Basis. 

“This is not just another drive,” 
Ording said. For the first timè 
in history, an appeal is being 
made through a world organiza- 
tion on a world-wide basis to all 
persons. This is a crisis of the 
whole human race to which we 
are asked to respond. The prob- 
lems are tremendous, but so are 
the resources. It is due time we 
face the facts and responsibilities 
of one world.” 


Ording accepted the first St. 
Louis contribution from Michael 
Busch, a sixth-grade pupil at 
Jackson Park School, University 
City, where students in the room 
of Miss Mildred Lindholm realized 
$35 from an auction conducted 
recently at the school. Ording 
thanked the pupils, through 
Busch, “in behalf of the children 
of Europe.” 

A contribution of $335 from the 
graduating class of Ladue School 
was presented to Ording by 
Charles Duncker, who headed a 
delegation of pupils who had 
earned the sum at a fair held es- 
pecially for the appeal. The fair 
was held at the school last May 


21, 
Austerity Dinner. 

Josephine Carollo, 9 years old, 
told the group of about 100 work- 
ers that the children of Italy, from 
which she came only eight months 
ago “will be glad to get what you 
send them.” Josephine, like others 
at the dinner, partook of an aus- 
terity dinner, consisting of spa- 
ghetti, peas, custard and coffee.

American erseas Aid is a 
federation of established relief 
agencies with active programs in 
Europe and Asia.

During the last four years, 
Brannan has served quietly but 
vigorously as assistant secretary 
of agriculture. He has been the 
backbone of the Administration's 
drive to enact a long-range farm 
program, including “moderniza- 
tion” of parity price guarantees 
to farmers. He also hag been the 
sparkplug in getting the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture back of Presi- 
dent Truman’s program for price 
control and rationing. Brannan 
was more active in support of 
this program than his chief, Sec- 
retary Anderson, His aid to the 
White House influenced the Presi- 
dent in promoting him. 

Assisted on Program. 

As vice chairman of the Admin- 
istration’s farm program and pol- 
icy committee, Brannan assisted 
in working out Truman's long- 
range program which would ex- 
pand soll conservation subsidy 
activity; revise the “parity” for- 
mula to make it more flexible; 
increase rural services, includin 
such things as medicine and 
roads; and encourage co-operative 
activity, and the Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration. 

Brannan became convinced, as 
did the farm organizations, that 
the prewar parity law was out of 
date.

In its third wage - increase drive since the end 
ot the war, labor is running into a public opin- 
jon alerted and alarmed at the danger of infla- 
tion. “And labor itself is becoming conscious of 
the meaninglessness of wage increases which 
merely hike the cost of living, without increas- 

ing purchasing power. 
This attitude is reflected in the agreement 
of 225,000 General Motors workers yesterday to 
accept an 11-cent-an-hour wage increase tied to 


the cost-of-living index and to an improved · per- 


formance standard, This compares with a 25- 
cent increase demanded and ‘with a net 15-cent 
increase granted a year ago. 

It is predicted that the cost-of-living clause 
in the GMC contract will set the pattern for 
negotiations in the rest of the automobile indus- 
try and possibly in other large e industry as 
well, If industry can absorb such inereases with- 
out raising prices, we should begin to see a 
slowdown of the inflation spiral. 

At the least,.the new form of wage increase 
offers more hope than any other for an end to 
the postwar leap-frogging of wages and prices. 
While it doés not cancel out a third round of 
wage increases, it may help prevent a fourth or 

_ fifth or sixth round. 

In normal times, labor economists might ob- 
ject to a long-term cost-of-living peg on grounds 
that it could freeze labor’s standard of living 
and deprive it of the increased productivity re- 

«sulting from labor-saving machinery. Labor 
would lack the g ‘power necessary to 
absorb the volume of goods produced, and stag- 
nation and depression might. result. 

Such arguments have no validity of course at 
a time when a backlog of consumer demands 
from a four-year war and multi-billion dollar ex- 
ports to Europe have created a deficit of goods. 
Wage increases now can add nothing to the 
amount of goods labor can lay its hands on. In- 
creases can only push up prices on the limited 
amount of goods available. 

Inflationary pressure As destined to increase 
further as industry swings into the huge mili- 
tary preparedness program. What is urgently 
needed is the enactment by Congress of the wage 

and price controls which President Truman asked 

for last November and which he is now asking 
for again. 

There is no way to curb the vast inflationary 
thrust of the European aid program and the 
rearmament drive except to provide certain eco- 
nomic controls. As the President and his Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers point out, we urgently 
require the restoration of consumer credit. con- 
trols and a check on inflationary bank credit; 
curbs on commodity speculation; the allocation 
of scarce materials, and ceilings on wages and 
prices, 

By withdrawing its opposition to this program, 
business could provide labor with an example 
of self-restraint and co-operation in the fight 
against inflation. and prove its capacity for eco-

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An Obligation on Congress 

Citing the déath of six Virginia coal miners in 
an explosion, Representative Price of East. St.

Granting the differences between the Cham- 
paign program, which used the public school 
buildings, and the local released time plan of 
dismissals to church and other premises, Judge 
Koerner rightly finds these distinctions to be 
“inconsequential.” The heart of the issue, as the 
court states, is the employment of compulsory 
school. time to disseminate sectarian doctrines. 
And that is a violation of the constitutions! sep- 
aration of church and state. 

Judge Koerner is particularly apt in his han- 
dling of the hasty adjustments which the St. Louis 


Interfaith Committee and the Board of Educa- . 


tion made in the St. Louis program, in an effort 
to square it with the McCollum decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, One concession 
was to drop the requirement of having the re- 
ligious instruction teachers keep attendance rec- 
ords for the public schools. That, said Judge 
Koerner, “does not make the program legal; it 
merely indicates laxity on the part of the school 
authorities.” 
Superintendent Hickey, the School Board 
counsel, Emmet T. Carter, and the St. Louis 
. Civil Liberties Committee, whose actions made 


the test case possible, are fully supported by 


the court order. The School Board, with the 
exception of one member, Will Schwehr, stands 
corrected. 

This should end the matter. 
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Criticism in China 

China’s pretensions to having replaced one- 
party dictatorship with multi-party democracy 
seems particularly hollow in view of a weekend 
incident at Nanking. There, four university stu- 
dents were arrested and held six hours for dar- 
ing to criticize the Kuomintang, the one party 
which still rules the country. These young Chi- 
nese criticized the Government for some of its 
most obvious faults, such as corruption. Similar 
criticism is leveled at Nanking every day by the 
peoples of free countries, and must be voiced 
also by free Chinese in China if their country is 
to progress toward liberty. 
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If This Is Politics 

For proposing to pay larger benefits and to 
cover 20,000,000 more persons under the Social 
Security Act, President Truman is accused of 
“playing politics.” His accuser is Representative 
Reed of New York, chairman of a subcommittee 
working on a bill which it is understood would 
not increase benefits but might bring in 3,500,- 
000 persons. 
If this is polities, Mr. Truman.cannot fairly be 
charged with an eleventh-hour bid for votes. As 
early as August 1945, on the tenth birthday of 
the law, he urged its expansion. He asked for 
it in his formal January messages of 1947 and 
1948, and at various other times. He has proved 
himself in this matter the true heir of President 


‘controlled Senate Finance Committee, 


Roosevelt, who did not live to see his “economic 


bill of rights” fully accomplished. 

If this is politics, it is also good policy. 
Thoughtful conservatives have upheld it as a fine 
way to protect the nation against another dis- 
astrous collapse of purchasing power. Others 
have argued that more liberal old-age and sur- 
vivors’ insurance, unemployment compensation, 
minimum wages and other welfare measures 
would be first-class weapons against Fascist and 
Communist demagogues who exploit hardship 
wherever they find it. 

If this is politics, Mr, Truman has distin- 
guished company in the Citizens’ Advisory 
Council on Social Security, made up of people 
like Edward R. Stettinius Jr. and Sumner Slich- 
ter. This council was appointed by the G.O.P.- 
Its rec- 
ommendations to liberalize the law go even 
further than Mr. Truman’s. 
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One Big City 
The Missouri-Illinois metropolitan area is 
basically just one big city. 

Is this first sentence of the guide plan” of 
the Metropolitan Plan Association for the order- 
ly advance of the St. Louis area on both sides 
of the Mississippi an overstatement of fact? 

It may well seem so to the dairy farmer liv- 
ing outside Wentzville in St. Charles county or 
to the Main Street merchant in Marissa, in south- 
east St. Clair county. They are some 70 miles 
away from each other as the crow flies and that 
distance surely exceeds the ordinary conception 
of a city’s girth. 

The answer lies not in old concepts but in 
new ideas for the future, some of which are al- 
ready being applied where metropolitan area 
development has had the benefit of progressive 
leadership. - 

For the dairy farmer on the Wentzville rural 
route has the keenest sort of interest in high- 
ways and bridges and trucking facilities to the 
market which wants his milk, The Marissa store- 
keeper has a big stake in a well-balanced popu- 
lation pattern for the area, in land use, in air- 
ports, in parkways, playgrounds and conserva- 
tion preserves. 

The tendency has been to see municipal prob- 
lems in terms of separate communities, Hous- 
ing is a sample of the problem which needs 
area-wide study. Mass transportation, river de- 
velopment, water supply, drainage, flood con- 
trol and matters already mentioned are others. 
St. Louls county has nearly three times the pop- 
ulation which it had in 1920. Madison county 
has approximately half again as many people. 
Population growths such as these at the edge of 
the St. Louis city limits inevitably create a vast 
number of city issues which cannot be handled 
piecemeal. Only an area-wide approach will 
serve. 

The Metropolitan Plan Association wisely uses 
the word “guide” to describe this first plan. As 
it is studied, ideas for its development and im- 
provement will arise, Every organization in the 
area which cares about the future of this region 
should make the plan's study an item of priority 
business, The plan consists of only 50 pages 
and but a dozen maps, yet it contains more in- 
formation on our region than has ever been as- 
sembled before. It marks progress for this 
“one big city.” 
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Case History of a Missing Law 

Norman Lee Blodgett was seven years working 
up to murder. 

All that time he was giving public forewarn- 
ings of what was ahead unless something was 
done to prevent it. 

He gave the first forewarning when he was 11 
years old and was sent to the State School for 
the Feeble-Minded, at Marshall. Three years 
later he tried to escape, but was brought back. 
After another year he tried again and succeeded. 

He gave another forewarning last July, when 
he stood on MacArthur Bridge and threatened 
suicide, He was sent to the State Hospital for 
the Insane, at Fulton. After seven months he 


Was released. 


The trouble was that neither institution was 
supposed to cope with people like Norman Lee 
Blodgett. He wasn't feeble-minded, and he 
wasn’t insane, Like many another, he was “on 
the borderline between a criminal in his right 
mind and insanity,” according to Dr. Edwin F. 
Gildea, professor of neuropsychiatry at Washing- 
ton University Medical School. 

There was no way under Missouri law to put 
him in any institution long enough for adequate 
treatment unless he committed a major crime. 

Last Sunday he committed it. He went to the 
School for the Feeble-Minded and killed a 
deputy sheriff and wounded two other persons 
in an attempt to release a girl inmate. 

Seven years ago this boy should have been 
placed in an institution for treatment. He 
should have been treated until he was no longer 
a menace to others, or kept under restraint if 
his condition proved incurable. All that could 
have been done if Missouri had had a law pro- 
viding for criminal psychopaths as present laws 
provide for the feeble-minded and the insane. 

Enactment of such a law is urged by Dr. 
Gildea and by Dr. Thomas Thale, medical di- 
rector at Malcolm Bliss Psychopathic Hospital. 
Can anyone doubt the wisdom of it? 
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Something New in Pennsylvania 

In the Republican party in Pennsylvania, 
which is usually held in fee simple by bosses 
like Boies Penrose, Big Bill Vare and Joseph 
Pew, something new and healthy is happening. 
It looks as if the boys in the smoke-filled room 
won't have Pennsylvania's block of 73 conven- 
tion votes to toy with, and the man responsible 
is Big Jim Duff, the Governor. 

Duff was elected with machine support and 
with the blessing of Senator Edward Martin, 
who has never gotten out of whistling distance 
of Boss Pew. But once elected, Duff began to 
show maverick tendencies. He told the Pennsyl- 
vania Manufacturers’ Association last winter that 
it ought to help halt inflation with a price roll- 
back. Then, before the boys could catch their 
breath, he hit them with a tax on capital stock. 
Next he served notice on the Old Guard that he 
would swing Pennsylvania’s delegates to a pro- 
gressive candidate for President. 

The Old Guard took up the gage, but when the 
dust cleared away from the Pennsylvania pri- 


mary, Governor Duff had 60 of the delegates 


and maybe more. He was for Eisenhower before 
Eisenhower withdrew himself, and now he leans 
strongly toward Vandenberg. He opposes Taft, 
who threw his weight against him in the Penn- 
sylvania primary. He is pledged, of course, to 
let Senator Martin have the complimentary vote 
of the state delegation on the first ballot, but 
with this done he will be a free agent. 

If there is a Dewey-Taft-Stassen deadlock and 
the Old Guard tries to run in a compliant stand- 
patter like Speaker Martin or Gov. Green of IIli- 
nois, it is likely to find Gov. Duff and the Penn- 


sylvania delegation blocking the way. That would- 


be a surprising but comforting place for the 
Pennsylvania delegation to be found.

Under the Bill of Rights—Sixth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution—every defendant 
in a criminal case in the Federal Court is 
entitled to counsel, To try a defendant in 


a criminal case without the benefit of 
counsel is to deny 


the defendant a fair 
trial. To deny a de- 
fendant a fair trial 
under our system of 
government is to de- 
ny the defendant a 
trial in fact. 

As well one might 
turn a Retient loose 
in the operating room 
and suggest he op- 
erate on himself. To 
force a defendant to 
trial without counsel 
as able and resourceful as Government 
counsel is to deny a defendant a trial in 
fact. It cannot be expected that a defendant, 
unused to legal terms, can understand the 
terminology of the Government’s pleading 
or his rights. 


There are several hundred defendants ar- 
raigned yearly in the Federal Court, in St. 
Louis who are without counsel or funds 
to employ one, I would venture to say that 
not one defendant in 10 has funds to em- 
ploy counsel, This naturally follows -be- 
cause in most cases poverty lies at the root 
of the crime. 


Service With Good Will 


Manifestly if appointments to represent 
defendants in these cases were restricted

to members of the bar who specialize in 
criminal law, it would take all of their 
time in a work for which there is no 
monetary compensation, 


To meet this situation I have compiled 
a list of over 100- lawyers whom I consider 
equally as gualified as Government counsel 
and equally able to represent defendants 
in criminal cases. There are many equally 
able lawyers not on the list, I will try to 
add their names from time to time. 


Where assistance of an experienced crim- 
inal trial lawyer is requested or needed, it 
has never been denied. No lawyer has been 
called on more often than once a year, ex- 
cept in special cases. 


I have found the lawyers of the St. Louis 
bar not only willing to take time from 
their regular practice to perform the du- 
ties called for by these appointments, but 
the spirit and will with which they have 
represented defendants has time and again 
provoked commendation from the court of- 
ficers, and notably the Probation. Office. I 
could count on one hand those members of 
the Federal bar who as officers of the 
court did not accept their assignments in 
good faith. 


Democracy on Trial 


Any lawyer who feels burdened by such 
an appointment and is unwilling to con- 
scientiously help the court perform its duty 
of seeing that defendants without means 
are accorded their full constitutional rights 
will not be forced to serve in the court 
where I work. The rights of the defendant 
are too sacred in my judgment to trust 
them to an unwilling lawyer.

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)—

take back unsold stale products 
from distributors. 

The Agriculture Department 
had proposed that bakers agree 
to drop this sales practice as a 
means of saving grain for short- 
age areas abroad, It said consign- 
ment selling encourages dealers to 
over-order. 

Acting Secretary N. E. Dodd 
said bakers have shown a disin- 
clination to enter into such an 
agreement. Less than 20 per cent 
of the more than 3600 bakers 
polled pledged support, he said. 
Dodd expressed regret at the re- 
sult, saying reduction of losses 
“involved in return of stale prod- 
ucts would have resulted in say- 
ings of millions of bushels of 
wheat.”

T will frequently happen in a 

partnership game that you will 

need to go gin in order to make 
K* what your partner has lost. 
Similarly, your opponent will con- 
centrate on the defensive so as 
to prevent this happening. 


In such a case it may well hap- 
pen that you can be sure that he 
will be unable to knock irrespec- 
tive of what you do.

Practicing Age-Old C i 


NEWPORT, R. I., May 26. 


N a stonecutting shop which 

was founded 243 years ago, John 

Howard Benson, the world’s 
leading letter-cutter, practices a 
craft which is all but a lost art 
in the United States. 

The Benson shop is on Thames 
street here in Newport, a narrow, 
winding street lined with small 
shops and residences. It was 


founded in 1705 by John Stevens 


and has been in continuous opera- 
tion since the day it was founded. 
When Benson took it over in 1927, 
he worked with old eraftamen 
had been associated with 
Edwin Stevens, a direct descend- 
ant of the shop’s founder, in learn- 
ing how. to produce masterpieces 
of the stonecutters’ art. 

Today, this shop is abe only one 
in the United States doing this 
type of work. Hand-cut inscrip- 
tions c as much as $7000 are 


shipped to 
United States Benson. His 
hand-lettered manuscripts have 
become collector’s items and are 
ordered regularly by such insti- 
tutions as Harvard University. 
Most of the work turned out by 
the Stevens Shop, as it is called, 
is memorial work for use in ceme- 
‘teries. But the shop also turns 
out marble plaques and tablets 
for institutions of many kinds. 
From widely scattered poi 1 
students of lettering, bibliophil 
typographers and just plain peo- 
ple with a strong sense of curio- 
sity come to watch Benson and 


his assistant and business part- 


ner, Miss Roxanne Price, at work, 
Craftsmanship of the Benson 
brand, almost impossible to find 
in an industrial age, is the reason 
that Benson always has a long 
waiting list for his work. Mod- 
ern machine methods of cutting 
stone cannot begin to equal the 
beauty and brilliance of hand-cut 
letters. 

“You can't get the clean cross- 
section in a sand- blast letter that 
you get in a hand-cut letter,” Ben- 
son explains. “Most of the recent 
lettering you see in cemeteries is 
machine work. The ‘worst faults 
of this machine work are that the 
letter forms are poor and badly 
spaced, and that the stones are 
polished until the character of the 


Stone itself is lost.“ 7 
The soft, natural finish of the 


stone in completed work in Ben- 
son’s shop, as well as the deep, 
beautiful hand-cut letters, provide 
a substantiation for 
words, The hand-cut letters have 
a character which no machine 
could produce. 

Now in his middle forties, John 
Howard Benson is definitely an 
individualist. He is a keen, in- 
tellgent man with a sharp sense 
of humor and strong likes and 
dislikes, His dislikes include 
modern machine methods, mass 


production and Twentieth Gentury 


bystle. He dotes on real crafts- 
manship, quality hand work, old 
things and old places, with peace 
and quiet thrown in for good 
Measure. His shop provides the 
kind of background he needs in 
order to do his best. 

The present shop, which Ben- 
son occupies, was built about 1790.

Over the front en- 
trance is perched a white cagle 
with outstretched wings. ‘The 
shop occupies the ground floor, 
which is divided into three rooms. 
In the largest room, at the back, 
Benson turns out much of the 
actual lettering. Here, too, is the 
mellow brick forge which lends 
the room a certain atmosphere. 


Benson works chiefly with a 
mallet and assortment of chisels 
when he is cutting letters. He 
shapes and sharpens the chisels at 
his own forge, since he cannot 
buy tools which exactly meet his 
requirements for exacting work. 


A former student at the Na- 
tional Academy of Design in New 
York, and at the Art Students’ 
League, Benson was born in New- 
port and returned here following 
the completion of his studies. The 
great-grandson of an outstanding 
wood-carver and letterer, Thomas 
Tew, Benson brings to his work 
the enthusiasm of an amateur and 
the skill of an expert. 


When Benson accepts an order 
and is given the inscription to be 
cut in slate or marble, he makes 
his own design by painting it di- 
rectly on the block to be cut, 
free-hand with a brush. When the 
paint has dried, he is.ready to 
begin cutting. He rarely accepts

an order to cut granite because, 
as he puts it “it’s terrifically 
muscular work!” 


All designs must be submitted 
to the client and to the cemetery 
for approval before work begins. 
Most cemeteries have strict regu- 
lations governing the -kind of 
stone used, and the design. 


When clients request them, gold 
or silver letters are created ac- 
cording to methods used by artists 
of Tutankamen’s and Caesars 
day. A gold size is used on the 
chiseled edges of the lettersi to 
give a non-porous surface to the 
stone. Then gold leaf is laid on 
with a brush, just as it was done 
in ancient Egypt and in Rome.

The reason that hand-cut let- 
tering exists in this country only 
in Newport is that Eighteenth 
Century stonecutters came to 
Newport from England to settle 
here and practice their craft. New- 
port’s cemeteries possess some of 
the finest examples of stone let- 
tering to be seen anywhere but 
in England. 

“All of the eighteenth century 
stonecutters who came here from 
England were master craftsmen,”

NEW YORK. 

LETTER has come to me tell- 
ing about a most interesting 
experiment started by the boys 
of a high school in a. fair-sized 
town in Florida. A program of 
discussion groups, in which white 
and Negro boys come together to 
discuss the problems facing their 
community and country and the 
world today, has proved to be a 
success. 


The boy who initiated it had at- 
tended the “encampment for citi- 
zenship” which is held every sum- 
mer at the Fieldston School in 
Riverdale, N. F., and which is 
sponsored by the New York Ethi- 
cal Culture Society, I have seen 
the young people every year at 
this encampment, and I have 
come to think this a valuable ex- 
perience for them. They really 
learn a great. deal about demo- 
cratic citizenship, its meaning and 
the real possibility of living in a 
democratic way with other young 
citizens from many states through- 
out our union,

YOUNG PEOPLE from 17 to 23 
years of age live together at the 
Fieldston School for six weeks, 
practice self-government, and 
study the problems of democracy 
and how to be effective citizens. 
They take away with them, I 
think, a satisfying feeling of hav- 
ing had a new and stimulating ex- 
perience, under an able faculty, in 
pleasant and interesting surround- 
ings.
